Ventilation of a Grand Humbug—A!Y
Last General George H. Thomas
Gives Us the Truth About
Our Iceberge.

Genoral Thomns dates his report at San Fran-
eieco, Sept. 27.  After enumerating the troops in
the Department of Alaska, he describes his
movements previous to and on roule to Alaska,
Of Arizona he save:—*'This state of Indian
affalrs, In my uriniun. fully jnstifies the judg-
ment of General Halleck In depleting the sta-
tions in the Department of Colambia for Opera-
tions against the turbulent Indiane in Arizona”
Of various posts on the Pacific Coast he thinks

that Camp McDermott is now useful to over-
look the Pi-Utes om the reservation, sod
has been continued ; but Churchill

Barracks, Oamp Secolt, C, F, Smith, Lyon, sud
Wattkon, belog no longer considered necessary
as depota of operations against Iodians, have
been ordered o be abandoned. Camp Thres
Forks I8 now of no further necessity, but the
quarters belng good und the post supplied for
the winter,it has been contluned unthl o conteni-
ll]ul.ud pnew road from Carlln, on the Central
‘acific Railroad, to Bolse, is opened, when, if
necessary, it will be moved (o some point on
that rond, or wherever needed.  Althongh there
Is no special necessity at this time for maintain-
Ing the post at Bolse, the bulldings belng sub-
stantial, in good order. convenlently situated,
and vontaining a large gquantity of quartermas-
ter's and ordnance gupplies, it would be useful
in case of lodian hostilities belng renewed.
1 have, therefore, desmed it best to continue
it, with one company of Infantry as a guard,
It is less expensive to maintsin  the {;uat
than it would be to remove the supplies to Fart
Vancouver, and it is in the midst of a fertile vals
ley, from which it can Ynn-ure ull its forage,
breadstuffe, and vegetables at less expense than
they could be transported toit. Lapwal and
Colville are poets convenlently situated, and
seem to be necessary to overlook the Indinns
logated near nnd protect them from white de-
predations.  Fort Bidwell seems to be inconve-
niently situated and nnnecessary, but there are
a quangity of supplies there, epough for the
coming winter, and I have deferred ordering its
discontinnance untll March or April next.
Klamath, Warnoer, and Harney are convenlently
gituated for eontrolling and supervising the In-
dians on the reservation, and will be continued.

Fort Vancouver is of no use, exeept as a quar-
termaster’s and commisaury depot, but the bnsi-
ness of these staff departments i= trancacted ot
Portland, and most of the stores shipped directly
from Portland.

Indinn Discontent.

There are till a number of Russians and half-
breeds in the town, and a large village of In-
diang immediately outslide of the stocknde, The
Iudians are trescherous, warlike, and, antil re-
eently, discontented with the change of govern-
ment, It will be necessary to maintain a large
garrison at this plhee, to protect the traders
trom Indians and preserve order and good beha-
vior amoug the whites and half<breeds. In
Januvary last, a party of Kake Indians attempted
to leave Sitka in violation of orders; in resisting
the attempt, one of the Indians was killed by a
sentipel,  After they were permitted to return
to their homes they killed, in revenge for the
loss of their companion, two white men who
had left Sitka in Decomber on a trading expedi-
tion in Chatham Stradts.  Upon hearing of these
murders, General Davis procoeded In the Undroed
States gteamer Saginaw to punish them: upon
his arrival at thelr village, finding it deserted, it
was destroyed, He did not succeed in finding
any of the murderers, Shce then this tribe has
bean very quiet, In my personal interview with
General Davie 1 becawe satisficd his course was
right and necessary in that instance. [ will
here mention that on my return from tha north-
west to Sitka, General Davis reported that dur-
ing my nbsence he had visited Forts Tongass aad
Wrangel, on the revenne-catter Lincoln, and
that while 1 Tonguss a white trader complained
that he had been robhed by Cape Fox Indisns.
P hey will be punishied by continement and work
at Fort Tongass as a warning to the tribo, and
the chief and the medicine man released aud re-
turned to the village. This, 1 prestime, has been
done by this time.

Arrived at Kudink Agust 5; this place is garn
soned by a company of artillery. It was a Kps.
sian-American trading post, the next In import

ance to Bitks, and & permaneot otiicinl wa
stationed there. Beslde the gurrison, there wrs
here o few Hussinn and ball-Ureed fumiblies, an
Alent village, a few Koloshe Indians, broughe
here from Bitkn by the Ruossians, and f(oor
trading establishments. On Wood Island, across

On S8t. Paul and 8t George only are the far-
bearing soal found, sod are Killed for thelr furs
and oill. As deseribed by the natives, the habus
of these animuls are very pocullar.  About the
last of April or early part of Moy, the old
mule seals arrive at the Islands and go on
shore at the places regularly frequented by
them, ealled rookeriee; they make a llmrull'.:h
exumination of the gronnd, which octuples
some days; then the grent body begin Lo arrive,
and in o short time all have come and oceupled
their several poeitions. The females come up
on shore, and are collected together in commn-
nities or families by each one of the old senls,
who posscsses sufilclent powers to maintain his
ground and guird Lis family; the young males
and superannuated old ones are foroed 1o take

their places outside of the area oceipled by
the familics, and §f they attempt to Interfere
with the domestic arraugements deseribed L‘It?’
are summaorlly driven off by the bheads of fuml.
lies., In these troubles many terrible afrays
oceur. This arrangement of the animals on and
around the rookerics makes it very simple and
easy for the native hunters to place themselves
between the familios nod the young mules, from
whom only the skins are taken, which, when
they want to kill, they do in partlos of forty or
fifty :Jl armed with olobs.  They gat between
ihe familios and the young males, then drive
them Inland some two of three miles dis

noses of the animals with the cluse. The next
day Is devoted to packing tor shipment. By

this menns the families are not disturbed, nnd
remain to breed and rear thelr young, As fur as
I can judge, the business of the old malos is Lo
compel the fomales Lo takeo care of thelr younyg
until they have grown sufliciently 1o take cars
of themselves; thoy then appear fo give up all
control over the females, who are ;mrmilu_'d to
leaye thelr young and go into the water, the old
mnle £l guarding and overlooking the young. In
September all are permitted to go into the water,
where they swim and sport durlug the day,
coming up on the shore in the evening 1o rest
doring the night. At this period all move
further Inland and mingle together indiserimi-
nately, If the antumn continues mild, they
remaln on the islands till the latter part of Octo-
ber, when they disappear very suddenly within a
dav or two. and have been seen golng through
the passes between the Aleutian Islands, travel-
ling in a sontherly direction. Nothing more of
them is seen until next spring, neither is it
known where theypass the winter. The num-
ber of seals on the Islonds can only be estimuted.
In the helght of the senson, afer the young are
born, they are estimated all the way from five o
fifteen milllong; buat they are conntloss, lving in
the roolkeries, covering haudreds of acres, like
eheep ina pen,

No Prospect of an Linmedinte Settiemont.

I #oe no immedinte prospect the conntey
being =ettled up. The climate i5 too righd; there
% too mueh roin and oo Hule sun for agrienl-
turn] purposes, At most of the posts there o
gurdens, in which are raised radishes, toraips,
Jettuce, and other watery vegotatiles, sod falr
potataes, thongh they will not Kecp any thne,
I'he molstore of the climate 1= so greal that these
vepctables continne to grow, bhut do not rlpen,
The smue ditficulty bas attended all atiempts to
ralge burley, oats, or wheat: the stalk grows green
and rank, but the seod does not come Lo maturity
or ripen. )

There is comparatively little land suitable for
agriculture; the largest troct and best elimate
known Is the platean on the east side of Cook's
Inlet, extending from Kenay to Chogotshalk
Bay. The soil I8 an alluvial sandy lowmn, very
rich and deep, but the snmmer, though pleasant
while it luste, is not long eunough for successinl
fnrming, Though the timber is of the finest
quality, and in muany plices conveniently
iocated, still the supply in Oregon, Washington
Territory, and British Columbia is equally good
and abundant, and much better located for a
market.

The Accldent.

It seems that the mall train, conslsting of three
passenger coaches; one smoking and two bAgEas: or
cxXproas oars, drawn by engiue No. 03, Thooiad
Wilkon, Buginesr, and B ¢, Nicealls, Comdactor,
arvived at Manor Siation o few miluates boellad
Hme, When the traln osme w0 be started, it was
Jound that the chains of the patent brake had fouled,
audl the oticers of the Lrala got off and wont boe-
noath the cars for the pnrpose of ascertaiolog whnt
was wrong and repalring the defect. While taus
engaged they obgerved the fast traln, enging NO. 6,

The Cause of the Collision.

It is statod that the oitlcers of the matl traing not
appreliending any danger, hid sent no one back jo
«ignunl the freight, and the cagineer of the latter, not
belng aware of the deteution of the mall, eame np
to the curve ut the nsnal rate of speed, and when he
Niscoverad the danger it was then too late to avert it,
The ofticers of the company will investigate these
matters fally.

Inclhilents.

Some of the Incldoents of the wreek were remark-
able, One wan who, with his wife and seven ohil-
dren, ocenpicd genls in the rear car, had Just lefe his
seat when the wreck ocearred, A8 goon as he could
et back, he found his wife and six ehildren sinid the
utter wreck uinharmedl.
